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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5-9, 26, 27, 33, 34 and 36-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, Oba 
et al (US 6,342,3 12), Pandey (US 3,939,252) and Matsushita (US 4, 193,783) a method of 
annealing a single crystal of calcium fluoride comprising heating to a temperature, maintaining 
the temperature and lowering the temperature at a slow rate. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest lower the temperature at a first rate of 2°C/hour or less to a second temperature and 
lowering the temperature from the second temperature at a second rate of 3°C/hour or less, where 
the first rate is lower than the second rate.
